Moreover, Mr. Mellon was under­ 
stood to feel that inasmuch as Great 
Britain in correspondence with the 
treasury has acknowledged England’s 
war debt to the United States and in­ 
dicated a willingness 
to 
liquidate 
with interest and had announced the 
sending of a financial mission in Sep­ 
tember 
to 
discuss 
arrangements 
should there be a hitch in proceed­ 
ings. 
According to the treasury view, 
British statesmen in parliament have 
repeatedly described the American 
debt as an obligation to be met. 
As the note was not addressed to 
the United States, Mr. Mellon was 
said to hold the view that no official 
action on the note would be taken by 
this country. 
On the abstract question of can­ 
cellation, however, Mr. Mellon wras 
declared to have very definite views 
as to the undesirability such a pro­ 
ceeding from the standpoint of the 
United States. 
The exact purpose of the British 
government in sending its note, it 
was said at the treasury, may not yet 
be apparent although suggestions 
were made that there may have been 
a desire to bring the question of cir­ 
culation to the front before the meet­ 
ing of French and British premiers in 
London or to make plain an attitude 
by the British government that if 
payments must be made by England 
payments must be demanded in turn. 
England’s willingness to lessen her 
share of German reparations treasury 
officials indicated, might be taken as 
revealing a desire to strengthen the 
British world trade position through 
enhancing German commercial op­ 
portunities. 
A lessening of the German repara­ 
tion payments to France was regard­ 
ed at the treasury as somew'hat in 
the light of a foregone conclusion, of­ 
ficials expressing the opinion that 
German reparations at present were 
“obviously more than the traffic 
would bear.”
